BERING SEA QUESTION 


The do bent Will Tak 
Prompt Acti: 


Fifty-nine Poachers Already in the 


Forbidden Waters. 


No Answer from Salisbury as to the 
Propesed Closed Season. 


Other Washington Dispatches— 
More Sitver Certificates to be 18 
sued—The Supreme Court 
Breaks Its Record. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The Bering Sea pol- 
icy formed the topio of a long discus- 
sion this morning by the President, 
Secretary Foster and Secretary Tracy, 
in the course of which, Capt. Shepard, 
Chief of the Revenue Marine Division, 
and Single, chief special agent, were 
called upon to supply certain informa- 
tion in regard to the seal fisheries. 
The question was subsequently con- 
sidered at the regular Cabinet meeting, 
but no conelusion was reached. Sec- 
rary Foster and the Assistant Secre- 
tare of State Will have a special con- 
ference with the President tomorrow 
with a view to eens on a * 
of action. 

The President fully appreciates the 
necessity of prompt action in the mat- 
ter, and ib doing all in his power to ar- 
range that there may be no further de- 
lay in the departure of the revenue 
cutters to Bering Sea for the purpose 
of protecting the interests of the 
United States. 

If these vessels start now they would 
not reach the fisheries until the middie 
of June, or fifteen days after the open- 
ing of the season, and it is understood 
that fifty-nine poaching vessels are now 
ia the vicinity of Bering Sea threaten- 
ing pursuit and slaughter of seals. 
The North American Commercial Com- 

— steamer left San Francisco for 

he Seal Islands about a week age. and 
will probably arrive there by the end 
of the month, when employés of the 
company will at once proceed to fake 
seals, and will continue to do so until 
the entire number allowed by law is 
secured, unless some order is received 
from officials at Washington to the 
contrary. 

NEW Tonk, May 26.—The Herald’s 
Washington special says Lord Salis- 
bury has at last brokea his long silence 
in regard to the Bering Seu agreement, 
but has peither accepted nor rejected 
Blaine’s- suggestion that the ulosed sea- 
son be agreed upon, conditional on the 
North American Fur Sealing Company 
being allowed seals enough to compen- 


26 Sate them for their expenses at the 


Seal Islands. His communication was 
delivered through Sir Julian Paunce- 


fote, who said that Salisbury was not 


indifferent to the importance of the 
subject, nor is tie seeking needless de- 
lay. He ‘hesitated because of the 
strong opposition which developed ail 
over British North America to a closed 
season, Protests come not only from 
people in British Columbia, but from 


those of Canada. Lord "Salisbury is 


greatly troubled by the feeling in Can- 
ada, which he does not wish to affront. 
He sent Sir Julian to the President to 
make his position clear, and to show 
.that he is not intentionally delaying 
action, but is studying the question 
with a view to its solution. 

While the President and Cabinet are 
willing to accept the protestations of 
Lord Salisbury so far as circumstances 


justify them, they feel that itis getting 


too late in the season to falter. The 
subject was taken up and discussed 
with considerable warmth at the meet- 
ing of the Cabinet. If nothing more 
satisfactory is received from Lord Sal- 
isbury by tomorrow, a conclusion will 
probably be reached en his as- 
sistance.

LOTTERY, NEWSPAPERS AND 
MAILS, 


In yesterday’s Times we commented 
upon the fact that, in spite of the vig- 
orous manner in which the Postoffice 
Department is enforcinz the anti-lot- 
tery law, several newspapers in this 
section continue to print the advertise- 
ments of the Louisiana Lottery Com- 
pany, and we asked how this is. In 
reference to these remarks, the follow- 
ing communication has been received 
from the Los Angeles postmaster: 

Allow me to refer to your editorial rela- 
tive to the suppression of ‘lottery business 
by the Postm ster-General, in this morn- 
ing’s issue of ux Times, and to point out 
to you where, by intimation, you have done 
the management of the postoffice in this 
city an injustice. You state that “several 
of the newspapers in this city continue to 
publish Louisiana Lottery advertisements,” 
and ask, How isthis?” There is nothiug 
in the law to prevent any newspaper from 

ublishing lottery advertisements, but there 

8, to prevent the publisher of such 


newspaper from mailing matter of this kind, 


and the instructions of the department 
have been faithfully carried out by this 
office regarding this matter. Upon inqui 
atthe newspaper office where lottery ad- 
vertisements are received, you will find 
that in every case they publish two editions, 
one for the mails without lottery advertise- 
ments, and one for delivery outside of the 
mails containing lottery advertisements, 
These latter reach the outside towns via. 
Wells-Fargo & Co’s express. 

It stands to reason that the publishers of 
our daily papers, who are all fairly iutelli- 
gent business men, would hesitate a long 
time before laying themselves liable to 
prosecution by the violation of the postal 
law, and I trust you will deal fairly 
with them as well as myself by a correction 
of the error contained in this morning’s 
issue of THE ‘TIMEs.

THE JEWISH EXODUS. 


The question of Jewish immigration 
begins to be an important one. 
Refugees from Russia are pouring into 
England daily in large numbers, most 
of them absolutely without means and 
herded together like cattle. A dispatch 
from Chicago announces that the or- 
ganized Jewish charities of that city 
are protesting against receiving any of 
the expelled Russian Jews now en 
route to the United States. Interviews 
with men most prominent in benevo-

view with alarm the threatened influx 
of assisted Russian immigrants. So 
strong has this feeling become that the 
Jewish Relief Society has refused to 
accept any of the $2,500,000 given by 
Baron Hirsch to aid this class of immi- 
grants. 

Meantime, Baron Hirsch has ar- 
ranged to buy 5,000,000 acres of land 
in the Argentine Republic for a Jew- 
ish colony. é 

Why would not this be a propitious 
time to settle the Jews again in Pales- 
tine, to which country orthodox Jews 
still look with longing, feeling assured 
that prophecy will be fulfilled, and that 


‘they will again occupy the land of 


their forefathers as a united nation. 
That country has fallen into desue- 
tude, but, with irrigation, could prob- 
ably be made again fertile as of yore. 
The distance from Russia, whence 
most of them come, is short, and large 
numbers of people could be moved in 
asbort time. Sir Moses Montefiore, 
the great Jewish philanthropist, was 


an ardent advocate of this plan, but 
since his death little appears to have 
been done in that direction.

JOE DYE’S OBITUARY. 


Death Gave Relief in Ventura

THE WRONG SCALPS, 


‘A San Diego Homily on Coy- 
otes, Owls and Lawyers. 


IN DEFENSE OF A PROWLER 


The Story of the Owl in Pennsyl- 
vania and the Coyote in 
California—Lawyers . 
and Farmers. 


The Legislature, at its late session, 
among other scalps that it undertook 
to clip, got after coyote scalps. After 
May 20 a bounty of $5 a head is paid 
for the bangt of all coyotes killed in 
the State. They are to be delivered to 
the County Clerk; counted and paid for 
by the supervisors. Various papers of 
the State have prodded the weak spot 
of the law, calling attention to what 
some people dénsider a blundering piece 
of legislation, doubtless made in the 
interest of the hen roosts of the State. 

Some years since, says the San Diego 
Clipper, the farmers of Pennsylvania 
demanded a bounty on owl scalps, be- 
cause the, bird, which has been taken 
as an embiem of wisdom, made havoc 
of the chickens on the trees. Time 
passed on, and the rats and mice and 
rabbits became a pest in the fields of 
the farmers, and they again appealed 
to the Legislature to repeal the owl- 
scalp law, and to substitute in its place 
a bounty for mouse aud rabbit scalps. 
In other words, the Pennsylvania 
farmers first invoked the aid of the 
law to scalp the owl, and then wanted 
to scalp the rodents and save the owl. 

The scrap of history seems about to 
be repeated in California. To save the 
rooster the farmer wants to kill the 
wolf. The coyote is not difficult to 
capture, anda thriving dusiness will 
set in at $5 each for wolf scalps. What 
then? Rats, mice, gophers and rabbits 
willincrease to an alarming extent. 
Crops will be destroyed and all fruit 
trees will be in danger. .Then the 
“owl wisdom“ that first went for the 
coyote’s sca)p wall prove to be folly, aud 
the Legislature will be urged to undo 
a mischief the extent of which no one 
can predict... 

This case carries its main lesson on 
its face. But there are two other 
teachings growing out of it which the 
Clipper desires to entorce. 

In the first place, while American 
farmers are rising in a stupendous 
body to assert and claim. their legal 
and economic rights, as they ought to 
do, and are everywhere decrying the 
presence of the lawyer in legislative 
halis, they are blind to the fact that 
their own ‘success in legislation is a 
matter of evolution and slow growth. 
Should they now compose the majority 
in our Legislatures and Congress, the 
career of law-making would be marked 
by a series of «blunders, Simply be- 
cause, while the motives and inten- 
tions of the farmers may be sincere and 
honest, they bave yet to learn “how to 
do it.“ The technique, so to speak, of 
legislative businesa they have not yet 
learned. in quickness of perception, 
in tactics, in combinations that always 
enterinto the acts_of deliberative bodies 
they are away behind not only law- 

ers, but merchants and mechanics.

SAN DIEGO AND SOLDIERS. 


The Military Post and Harbor De- 
fense at the Bay. 
[San Diegan.) 

The Government commission ap- 
pointed under an act of the late Con- 
gress to select sites for an army post 
and the logation of harbor defenses at 
this point bas visited this city, in- 
spected the various locations offered, 
and is now on its way to Washington. 
Tue commission will make its report 
almost immediately upon its arrival 
and interested property-owners and 
the public generally will soon be in- 
formed as tothe preferences of the 
commission in the matter. itis cur- 
rently believed that the propositions 
for the post site made by the Allison 
estate and the Coronado Beach Com- 
— of 609 acres at Coronado Heights 
are the two most favored. Whether 
this belief is well founded or not, re- 
muins to be seen. | 

When the commission makes its re- 
port the first step in the matter of loca- 
ting the ten-company post and erecting 
adequate harbor defenses at this point 
will have been concluded. It is but 
the first step, however. ‘The measure 
passed by Coogress simply provided for 
the site commission. If the report of 
the commission is approved by the War 
Department it will next be in order. 
for Congress to make appropriations 
for making the proposed improve- 
ments. A bill is now in course of prep- 
aration providing for an appropriation 
of $300,000 to purchase the site for the 
military post and erect the necessary 
buildings. In case the report of the 
commission is approved this bill will 
be introduced upon the assembling of 
Congress this fall. i 

The construction of harbor defenses 
here will be a costlier job to the Gov- 
ernment than the location of a military 
post. The Itataincident, however, has 
served to impress the authorities at 
Washington with the importance of 
this harbor, and a cetermination to 
prevent the recurrence of such an in- 
sult to our authority, as well as to 
guard the city against foreign aggres- 
sion, will preclude the question of cost 
from becoming a deterrent factor. 
The establishment of first-class de- 
fenses for our harbor may, therefore, 
be regarded as assured. 

Regafding the character of the de- 
fenses, an interesting field of specula- 
tion is,offered. We believe, though, 
that military experts will agree with 
us that defenses should comprise the 
location of several guns of the largest 
make upon the summit of Point Lom 
of sufficient power to prevent the a 

warlike. vesgela within 


the city. Smaller bat- 
teries should be located on each side of 
the entrance of the harbor, whose con- 
verging fire would effectually deter a 
mau-of-war from seeking shelter at the 
foot of the point from the range of 
the big guns above. These details will 
be settled by competent military au- 
thority, but it is to be hoped that the 
appropriation that will undoubtedly be 
made by Congress for the purpose will 
uot be inadequate and result in the 
establishment of defenses that are no 
defense at all.

More Money Needed for the Home 
Missionary Field. 


Evangelists Have Hard Work in 
Boom Towns of the West.

Close of the Baptist Missionary 
Union’s Séssion — Reports of 
Progress in Africa, Ja- 
pan, and Burmah.

DETROIT, May 26.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] At the morning session 
of the Presbyterian General Assenibly 
the salary of the secretary of corres- 
pondence was fixed at $1500 per year. 
A committee of five was then appointed 
to consider the constitutionality of the 
action proposed, to report to this as- 
sembly at their early convenience. 

The standing committee on the Board 
of Home Missions reported through Dr. 
Raymond of Albany. He thought the 
churches need a great missionary 
awakening. The speaker gave a 
glance at the Northwest; New 
England and other. divisions, es- 
pecially emphasizing the needs of 
the foreign population. Reports show 
the total receipts for the year tobe 
over $958,000. Oae hundred and thirty- 
five churches were built during the 
year at acost of $425,000, and church 
debts were paid to the amount 
of $144,000. The membership in the 
churches has increased until thereis a 
total of 156,000. The totalin Sunday- 
schools is 178,000. The year closed 
with a debt of $95.000, which was 
caused by the great falling off in lega- 
cies. Great progress in the work of 
evangelization is reported from all 
over the country, and need of more 
workers is evident, especially in the 
newly settled portions of the West. In 
the new mining and stock-raising 
States, Montana and Idaho, there are 


great inducements for good workers, |' 


and in the swiftly growing towns of 
Washington there is imperative need 
of more men. In Utah, Wyoming and 
Colorado there bas been good progress. 
In new Mexico there is opportunity to 
reach large harvests. In all but four 
Southern States, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi and Louisiana, the 
rd has missionaries. Considerable 
ep was made among Mexicans, 
diuns and Mormons. 
Recommendations were made in con- 


nection with the overtures asking that 


each presbytery be invited to send del- 
egates tothe fail meeting of the mis- 
sionary conference, and that such del- 
egates shall constitate a special com- 
mittee on home missions within the 
aleo urging 
ath-school work 
among the foreign population.

He told of the great progress 
made in New Mexico, among the. Span- 
ish-Americans and in Utah. He con- 
cluded by saying that this should not 
be let go by default tor lack of money.

Quite a fad bes up lately 
among the small boys of town for mak- 
ing collections of birds’ eggs. The 
attention of thé boys who are engaged 
in this business, which necessitates 
robbing the nests, is called to city or- 
dinance No. 172, which prescribes that 
“it is unlawful for any person to kill, 
maim or wound any song bird, or to 
rob or disturb any bird’s nest within 
the corporate limits of the city.“ The 
penalty ie fixed at a fine not exceeding 
$25, or imprisonment not exceeding 
twenty-five days, or both.
